On the Santa Anita ranch are 700 
head of race horses, and upon different 
ranges are many head of cattle and 
some ::o,000 sheep. So the turfman is 
a millionaire several times over. 


Baldwin's

His first and third wives died. He was 
divorced from the second wife, and

Puenie ranches, he was best known 
in Southern California. The ranch has 
neen for many years a popular drive 
for tourists. 
Employing as It did a 


#wat many men, among them some 
Mexicans, it had also a reputation a 
few years ago for lively fights, cutting 
scrapes, and even murders. The Mex- 
icans tin Ihe ranch were in the habit 
of enjoying themselves 
with "dago 


red," and almost monthly there was 
'something doing" at the ranch for 
the constables to look after. But Bald- 
win himself put ;i stop lo Ibis, coming 
from San Francisco after his return 
from tiie Alaskan mining country, to 
take active management, of his ranch.
